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IS A BIG WAR COMING IN 
SOUTHEAST ASIA? In offfeial 
circles, the expressed opinion 
amounts to “probably not’’, The 
political, diplomatic and mili- 
tary leaders take the position 
that it is unlikely that either 
Russia or China, much as they 
want world conquest, will take 
the enormous risks of a no- 
holds barred war with the Unit- 
ed States, At the same time, 
their statements are cautiously 
phrased, and it is clear that 
plans are being made for deal- 
ing with a far greater conflict 
than the present one if worse 
come to worst, 

In this connection, a strik- 
ing point was made by Davia 
Lawrence in a recent column, 
He writes, “With the best in- 
tentions in the world, pacifists 
sometimes bring on the 
very war to which they proclaim 
their opposition, Unwittingly 
they give aid and comfort to 
an enemy country and serve 
to increase the possibility that 
American policy will be mis- 
construed abroad as being un- 
Supported by public opinion. 
Then chances will be taken by 
an adversary which could lead 
to war,” 

Mr, Lawrence cites two. e« 
xamples, One was the Senate’s 
refusal to approve President 
Wilson’s proposal to arm our 
passenger vessels, while we 


were still at peace during World 


War I, as a protection against 
German submarines, He notes 
that many historians think that 
gave the Germans a belief that 
America was divided, would not 
go to war, and led to unre- 
stricted submarine warfare, 
Soon after, we entered the war, 
The second example concerns 
President Roosevelt’s request, 


Shortly before World War 1 


began, for authority tosell arms 
to Western Europe, Congress 
turned it down, This convinced 
Hitler that we would stay out 
of that war and encouraged 
him to embark on the conquest 
of Europe. 

Mr, Lawrence fears that 
protests made against our Viet- 
namese policy, sincere and 
well-meaning asthecriticsare, 
might have some comparable 


result, by misleading « 

the enemy into a belief that 
drastic steps can be risked by

That fact gives particular 
interest to a survey among A- 
merican high school juniors and 
college juniors conducted by 
Northwestern University, Pur- 
due University, the University 
of Wisconsin and U, S, News 
and World Report, Its purpose 
was to determine political 
trends among young Americans, 
The results were reported in a 
recent issue of Action maga- 
zine, which is a publication of 
the U, S, Junior Chamber of 
Commerce, To put it mildly 
the opinions expressed were 
Startling and unsettling. They 
leave a big question mark as 
to the character of our educa- 
tional methods, Among students 
surveyed 71 per cent would 
deny anaccused person the right 
to confront his accuser, 40 
per cent believe certain.groups 
should be denied the right to 
peaceful assembly, 41 per cent 
believe freedom of the press 
should be cancelled, 34per cent 
favor denying free speech to 
certain persons, 26 per cent 
would allow search and sei- 
zure without consent, 56 per 
cent voted for close government 
regulations on all business, 53 
per cent believe in government 
ownership of banks, railroads 
and steel companies, 62 per cent 
said government has respon- 
sibility to provide jobs, 62 per 
cent thought a worker should 
not produce all he can, 61 per 
cent rejected the profit in- 
centive as necessary to the 
survival of free enterprise, 84 
per cent denied that patriotism 
is vital and plays an impor- 
tant role in our lives, 

These concepts obviously, 
would, if adopted, totally re- 
voluntionize the American eco- 
nomic and political systems, 
Some, such as the search and 
seizure and the right of the ac- 
cused to face the accuser opi- 
nions, would demand outright 
repeal of fundamental protec- 
tions laid down in the Billl 
tions laid down in the Bill of 
Rights, A great many people 
undoubtedly agree with a view 
expressed by Robert R, Carey, 
president of Associated Oregon 
Industries, when he saic 

number of writers, analyzing 
these figures, believe they pro- 
vide additional proof that the 
doomsayers are not far wrong 
in their predictions of a wel- 
fare state in this country, But 
more importantly the results 
also reveal the quality of cours- 
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es in history, economics and 
American government offered 
in most high schools and col- 
leges these days, Then, too, the 
results offer an eloquent re- 
buttal to the thesis that the 
minimum age for voting should 
be lowered, If a majority of 
those under 21 do not know 
what American government is 
all about, as the results of 
this survey would indicate, it 
is doubtful that they could in- 
telligently exercise a right to 
vote, More than anything these 
shocking figures tell us of the 
massive job to be done in the 
education of our youngsters, not 
only in the schools, but also 
through the business commu- 
nity.”

Gl Insurance Program Now 
Offered By The Veterans 


e ° 
Administration 

The widow of a Union 
Springs veteran is the first 
Alabamian to be aided by 
the new reopened GI insur- 
ance program now offered 
by the Veterans Admini- 
stration, reports Neil R, 
Smart, Manager of the VA 
Regional Office in Mont- 
gomery. 

The veteran who was in 
the Air Force in World 
War II learned of the new 
VA program by which cer- 
tain veterans of that war 
or the Korean Conflict may 
obtain as much as $10,000 
in GI insurance coverage. 
On April 27 he filled out an 
application form and mail- 
ed it together with a 
month’s premium payment 
to the VA, The insurance 
was to go into effect on 
May 1, 1965, provided the 
veteran was found eligible. 
He was hospitalized on 
April 30 and died on May 5, 
just one week after he had 
filed his application. Pro-~ 
cessing the application es- 
tablished that the veteran 
was eligible for the 
insurance. On May 26 VA 
delivered to his widow a 
check for the full $10,000 
insurance value minus a 
few dollars to cover an 
adjustment in the veteran’s 
estimate of the premium 
due at the time he made 
the first month’s payment. 

All World War Il or 
Korean Conflict veterans 
with service-connected 
disabilities who have al- 
lowed all or part of their 
original GI policies to lapse 
or who failed to buy itdur- 
ing service are eligible to 
purchase this new GI in- 
surance. 

In addition, veterans 
whose disabilities have no 
service connection but are 
so serious that they are un- 
able to obtain commercial 
insurance at the highest 
rates may also be eligible 
for this insurance. The in- 
surance which went on sale 
May 1, 1965, may be pur- 
chased until May 2, 1966.

Social 


Security 


Almost 25 percent of all 
monthly social security 
checks now go tosurvivors 
of deceased workers, ac- 
cording to Harry N, Scott, 
Social Security District 
Manager in Dothan. 

Mr. Scott said that 9 out 
of 10 of the nation’s mothers 
and their children can count 
on survivors benefits to 
help keep the family to- 
gether if the breadwinner 
dies. He indicated that this 
fact is often overlooked, 
because many people think 
of social security in terms 
of retirement only. It is 
important, therefore, that 
survivors check with the 
social security district off- 
ice about possible benefits 
whenever a person dies. 

Figures released by the 
Social Security Admini- 
stration show that, in 1964, 
4-1/2 million survivors of 
deceased workers received 
monthly benefits. The 
average benefit paid to wid- 
owed mothers with two 
children amounted to about 
$193 a month,

Approximately six million 
veterans may be eligible, 
the VA said. 

The VA said that more 
than 18,000 applications for 
the new GI insurance poli- 
cies were received on the 
opening day for a face value 
of more than $100 million. 
This type of insuranceisto 
cost the taxpayer nothing, 
VA said, since claim pay- 
ments will be made out of 
premium funds, and the 
Overhead expense will be 
borne by the 42 cents a 
month each veteran adds 
to his premium payments. 

Veterans making appli- 
cation for this new in- 
surance should consult the 
proper premium table and 


send the correct initial 
premium payment with 
their application. Insur- 


ance cannot be issued un- 
less the initial payment is 
made, VA said.

Blue Blood 


In the 8th century dark-skinn- 
ed Moors from North Africa con- 
quered most of Spain.
